When the admiral determined to 
run Forts Morgan and Gains I was at 
by station below, tending the wounded 
s.s they brought them down, wh«n the 
order was given our men to ram the 
big iron-clad Tennessee.• We speeded 
up to fourteen nkots—then struck. 
The force sent us all off our feet. 
Our big iron ram was broken 
to 
uieces and our solid "wooden bow was 
ground to splinters for over twenty 
feet, fortunately above the water line. 
The front »h!p (topped, saying 
.that there were torpedoes ahead. 
Then the admiral, whose ship 
was next, cried out, "Damn the 
torpedoes," -and, shouting to his 
own captain. "Hart a part, full 
speed ahead." 
Many torpedo fuses were exploded 


by the vessels, but only one torpedo 
exploded, sinking the monitor Tecum- 
seh, drowning and killing all on boarc 
except about -fifteen, wao had time to 
get out before she sunk. It was ai-so 
in this battle that the admiral 
was 
lashed to the rigging for fear of fall 
ing overboard in case he was wounded 
or killed. In two hours we got inside, 
all the enemy's gunboats were cap 
tured, and in a day or two the big 
ironclad also, and the forts were cut 
off from supplies and hence at ou 
mercy. 


This was the crushing of the last 


ravHl stronghold, giving Xew Orleans 
Mobile and the whole gulf coast into 
the hands of .the north.

Salt (Lake City, Utah, Feb. 2.—Any 
Britisher or Canadian in Salt ;Lake 
City who is anxious to know what war 
is like before joining the king's army 
need only go to Lieut. J. F. Mather, in 
charge of the king's recruiting service 
here, to find out. Lieut. Mather has 
tasted modern war—yes, drunk deep- 
ly of it. He knows. 
For he lay on his stomach m No 
Man's Land the better part of an hour 
one night, right in the mouth of a 
boche machine gun, snipping away 
the wire entanglements of the Hun 
to ope£ a way for a raiding party of 
liis. Canadian comrades. A hundred 
bullets might have drilled 
through 
him in a few seconds ha.d he not timed 
his snips and his movements so that 
their sound was deadened by explo- 
sions of shells nearby. 
But let the litutenant tell the story: 
"My first trench raid was on the 
eighth night my company was in the 
trenches on the Ypres salient," said 
Mather. "With Buck Wilmot, a boy- 
hood friend of mine from Vancouver, 
|B. O., -I .was Bent out over No Man's 
Land in the early dusk and for four 
hours we cut wires. 
Rockets Find Them Quiet. 
"We crept over the space between 
our trenches and the German lines, 
lying quiet when an occasional rocket

In 
Wisconsin the state council of defence 
and the women's committee, the wom-

undertake ihis task. Bach state will 
he responsible for a certain quota. 


Public health authorities agree t!iat 
one-half of the deaths of infants are 
easily preventable, and that if chil- 
dren were well born and well cared 
for there would be practically no deaths 
of babies. Three hundred thousand 
American children under five years

SMALL PAVING BLOCKS USED 


They Arcs Provinfl Popular In Rural 


Regions in Europe—Flrmt Laid 


In New York State. 


For a number of years country roads 


•in parts ot Germany, Austria and oth- 
er European countries have been paved 
•with small cubes of stone but It Is not 
so generally known that small-block 
pavements have been laid In the Unit- 
ed States. They are believed to have 
been Introduced first by J. Y. McClln- 
toclv, county superintendent of Monroe 
county, N. Y. After an experience of 
ten years or so, he recommends the 
use of blocks of vitrified clay, meas- 
uring 2Vi Inches on each side. These 
are laid on a base of gravel, inacadam,
